FROM LATE FOREIGN JOURNALS, 

OLD NEWSPAPERS—A curious 
document, for we may well term it so. has 
come accidentally to our hands—a copy of 
a London Newspaper, dated Thursday. 
March 24, 1736 7. Its title i«, The Old 
Whig, or the Consistent Protestant. It 
seems to have been a weekly paper, at tbe 
above date, to have been in existence tur 
nbout two years. How long it lived after, 
we have not, at preseot, any means of as¬ 
certaining. The paper is similar in size to 
the French journals of the present day, and 
consists of four pages of three columns 
each. The show of Advertisements is very 
fair. They fill the whole of the back page, 
and nearly a column of the third. They 
are all book advertisements. One of those 
is a comedy called The Universal Passion , 
by the author o? The Man of Taste, no

Col. Morgan’s Neck who, after he had 
been hung up seven days and seven nights, 
that Ivis hands grew too small for his hand¬ 
cuffs, he got them out and raised himself 
up, and fell down from agibbit of 15 foot 
high without any harm; he was revived 
with cordials and broth, in hopes to bring 
him to a confession, bat he would not con¬ 
fess and was hung up again, ahd in a day 
and night after expired Mr. Yeoman’s 
Quasliy Cooroah jumped out of the fire 
half burnt, but was thrown in again. A»d 
Mr. Lyon’s Tim jumped out of the fire, 
and promised to declare all, but it took no 
effect. In short, our Island is in a poor, 
miserable conditiou, that I wish I could get 
any sort of employ io England.”

Military Establishments of the United, 
Slates .—It is stated in a note to one 
the articles irt the last North American 
Review, that there are now in the Unit'-d 
States two national armories and eleven 
arsenals. Arms and accoutrements are 
manufactured at the two armories—79,259 
of the former having been made in the 
course of the last three years. There are 
no public founderiea for ordoaoce, tbe aup- 
ply being obtained by contracts (rom pri¬ 
vate founderiea. Tbe military force of tbe 
United States, at this time, ia 6000 men. 
The same article contains an interesting 
noticc of the Military Academy at West 
Point. It is there stated, that tbe whole 
number of Cadets graduated at this Acade¬ 
my, since it* firat establishment in 1812, 
up to July, 1825. is 428, of the whole Dum¬ 
ber 261 are now io the army, forming more 
than half the number of its officers, three 
are in tbe civil service, nine have been 
killed in battle, and 33 hnve died in ser¬ 
vice. Forty-five of Ihe whole number 
have been attached to the corps of engineer*, 
340 to the Artillery and Ordnance, and 
134 to other corps.—The public library at 
West Point contains about 4000 volumes.

The lands 
were new and fertile, iu all the principles 
of vegetable life; tbe population was more 
sparse and less luxurious; the demand wss 
not so great and the supply was greater. 

As the human family multiplied and its 
wants increased, so has a kind providence 
eudowed man with a progressive talent lor 
improvement in knowledge and means, pro 
rata, Io acquire them. To neglect this 
talent, to resist this impulse, to continue fa 
the limited sphere of primitive society, in 
voluntary darkness, when the great God 
of nature bad ordained ■ diffusion of light 
and knowledge, for the comfort aod eleva¬ 
tion of man, is to reject the divine mandaie, 
and to spurn those favours of moral and 
physical character, by which, intelligence 
had marked bis superiority io the scale of 
creation. 

My-very Intelligent audisoM need not 
the rebuke, but such are to be found, who 
adhere to old systems, because they are old; 
though reason, science, experience aod iu¬ 
terest imperiously demand the ill famed in¬ 
novation. 

To the rational and unprejudiced mind 
I submit ihe interesting question; does not 
physiology teach the absolute necessity of 
introducing, into a country, relying upon 
two staple crops only, for a century past, 
others which experience may prove, are 
adapted to our soil aod climate? Both 
reason and experience have settled this 
question; its established principles leave 
no doubt; anJ precarious markets demand 
the experiment—In this sentiment, every 
class and profession of the community, are 
deeply interested; and heedless of it, She 
wealthy and indigent will be involved io 
promiscuous embarrassment. 

It is notoriously true, that from change 
of soil and climate, destructive insects and 
depressed markets, the wheat crop, once 
the great staple of our country, is lailiog as 
a resource for the farmer; his core serves 
him for little more than his domestic usea. 

To remedy these defects, by new crops, 
to discover such as will flourish in our cli¬ 
mate and soil, and command a better profit, 
or enlarge the chances of market, are un¬ 
questionably, objects of the first magnitude; 
the process may be difficult, but it is ren¬ 
dered more so, by tbe insuperable addic¬ 
tion of most men to inveterale habits of 
thought and action, right or Wrong, than 
by any other circumstance. 

To assist the judgment in the adoption of 
a new series of crops, a prospective view of 
their demand and probable prices would 
form an interesting tapir: but here unfoitu- 
nately, we have but few data, upon which 
we can make an estimate. 

Our commerce with Great Britain sub¬ 
sisting once upon the basis of mutual in- 
I terests, afforded to each a liberal reward 
I for industry; she received the fruits of our 
soil, and gave us iu return, her tnanufac-
